Applicant argues that the Examiner has relied on his own experience to show obviousness in rejecting Applicant's claims. However, in citing 
his experience, the Examiner was merely giving an example where one may be inclined to add a pause within a pronounced word. The 
claims were rejected over Brittan in view of Silverman and in further view of Luther. Applicant also argues that the Office Action fails to 
explicitly indicate any of the rationales set forth in MPEP 2143. However, these rationales are not requirements in establishing a prima facie 
case of obviousness. The rest of Applicant's arguments were previously presented and addressed by the Examiner both in the final 
rejection mailed on 03/10/10 and the interview held on 04/30/10. 
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
